Mr. B. A. P. Eaton, »u|)»rlnten(lent of 


nchooh for El Paso county, has Just finished 
his report for tho vear ending Aumist list 
and from it we are kindly allowed to gather 
some facts which will no doubt be of not a 
little Interest to many of our readers. 


There are now In _ El Paso county twenty 


eiRht organired school districts whose secre- 
taries ha\e, wl.*out exception, sent in their 
reports to the county superintendent. It Wll 
be seen that the number of school districts in 
the county is Increasing every j ear. In 1880 
according to the annual report there were in 
the' county twenty-four districts; In 1881 
twenty-five, and this year the superintendent 
reports' twenty-eight an inert«e of thi.j 
o\ er last } ear. The total school population 
of El Paso county Is now 2,093,ot which num- 
ber l.Oiyare males and 1,037 females, this 
being an increase of 141 pupils o\er last 
yeaf's report This number only Includes 
chllditfl between the ages of « and 21. 
According to the report there are in the coun- 
ty 1,637 children Between the agc> of 6 and21 
and 425 between the ages of 16 and 81.
